The  Uuiversity  of  California  aniiouiices  tlie  fol- 
lowing fellowsliips  and  graduate  scholarships  for  the 
academic  vear  1933-34. 

A.  Open  to  graduates  of  the  University  of  California  or  of  other 
colleges  or  universities. 

Base  Hospital  No.  30  Scholarship  in  Medicine.  Open  to  students 
in  medicine.  The  amoimt  of  this  scholarship  is  the  income  on  the 
halanee  of  a  fund  collected  for  the  University  of  California  Med- 
ical School  Hospital  Unit  No.  30. 

One,  yielding  $360. 

The  Bidwell  Research  Fellowship  in  Forestry.  Open  to  graduate 
students  who  wish  to  pursue  research  and  advanced  study  in  for- 
estry, and  who  have  had  at  least  20  units  in  forestry  courses  in  a 
school  of  Rood  standing. 

One,  yielding  $750. 

Newton  Booth  Fellowships  in  Economics. 
One  traveling  fellowship,  yielding  $1,200 

or 
Two  resident  fellowships,  yielding  $600  each. 

The  Edith  Claypole  Meinori(d  Research  Fellowship.  (>iHni  to 
women  pursuing  graduate  study  in  the  fields  of  medicine  known 
as  pathology  and  bacteriology.  (Men  pursuing  graduate  study  in 
the  same  fields  may  apply  and  such  application  will  be  considered 
if  none  of  the  women  applicants  are  satisfactory'.) 

One,  yielding  $1,100. 


A  (Cont'd).  Open  to  graduates  of  the  University  of  California  or  of  other 
colleges  or  universities. 

The  Flood  Fellowships  in  Commerce. 
Two,  yielding  $500  each. 

The  James  M.  Goeivey  Fellowship.  Open  to  stndents  in  any  of 
the  ' '  so-called  scientific  branches  of  learning. ' ' 

One,  yielding  $750. 

The  Hattie  Heller  Graduate  Scholarship.  Open  to  graduate  stn- 
dents in  any  department  of  the  Thiiversity. 

One,  jdelding  $500. 

The  Samuel  W.  Heller  Memorial  Fellowship  in  Landscape  De- 
sign. 

One,  yielding  $650. 

The  William  Carey  Jones  Scholarship  in  Jurisprudence.  This 
is  awarded  annually  to  one  of  the  first  five  leading  scholars  in  the 
School  of  Jurisprudence.  Awards  will  be  made  without  applica- 
tion on  the  part  of  students.  The  holder  is  exempt  from  the  pay- 
ment of  fees  in  the  School  of  Jurisprudence. 

One,  yielding  $170. 

The  Mrs.  Frederick  Kahn  Scholarship  in  Lihrarianship. 
One,  yielding  $500. 

The  Mariin  Kellogg  Fellowship  in  Astronomy.  Open  to  students 
of  distinction  who  have  already  earned  the  doctorate  or  attained 
equivalent  standing  in  astronomical  work.  Applications  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Director  of  the  Lick  Observatory,  Mount  Hamil- 
ton, California. 

One,  yielding  $950. 
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A  (Cont'd).  Open  to  graduates  of  the  University  of  California  or  of  other 
colleges  or  universities. 

The  Lick  Observatory  Fellowships  in  Astronomy.  Open  to  prop- 
erly qualified  g-raduate  students  in  astronomy.  Appointees  to  these 
fellowships  devote  their  attention  to  graduate  study  and  assist  in 
the  work  of  the  Lick  Observatory.  Holders  of  these  fellowships 
are  usually  permitted  to  spend  one  semester  of  each  year  at  Berke- 
ley to  carry  on  study  at  the  Students'  Observatory.  Applications 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Director  of  the  Lick  Observatory  at 
Mount  Hamilton,  California.

The  John  IT'.  Mackay,  Jr.,  Fellowship  in  Electrical  Engi- 
neering. 

One,  yielding-  $600. 

The  WiUiani  Harrison  Mills  Fellowships  in  Tnternational  Rela- 
tions. Open  to  graduate  students  of  exceptional  ability  and  prom- 
ise in  any  American  university  who  have  made  some  study  of  the 
language  and  literature,  the  political,  social  and  economic  condi- 
tions, and  the  diplomatic  relations  of  one  or  more  of  the  countries 
of  Central  or  South  America  or  Eastern  Asia,  who  desire  to  under- 
take studies  bearing  on  the  social,  economic  or  diplomatic  relations 
of  the  United  States  with  any  one  or  more  of  such  countries  in,  or 
under  the  direction  of  the  faculty  of,  the  University  of  California. 
Applicants  must  be  American  citizens  of  the  white  race  who  have 
no  permanent  home  in  and  do  not  propose  to  live  permanently  in 
any  foreign  country.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  donor  of  these  fellow- 
ships that  students  who  receive  the  award  shall  prepare  them- 
selves to  represent  this  country  in  the  diplomatic  service  or  in  our 
commercial  relationships  with  countries  bordering  on  the  Pacific 
Ocean.

Two  resident  fellowships,  yielding  $900  each. 
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A  (Cont'd).   Open  to  graduates  of  the  University  of  California  or  of  other 
colleges  or  universities. 

The  Alexander  F.  Morrison  Fellowship  in  the  Lick  Observatory. 
One,  yielding  $1,200. 

The  Pacific  Coast  Gas  Association  Research  Fellowship  in  Gas 
Engineering.  Open  to  senior  and  graduate  students  of  the  current 
academic  year  in  the  engineering  departments  of  colleges  and 
universities  in  British  Columbia,  Washington,  Oregon,  California, 
Idaho,  Nevada,  and  Arizona. 

One,  yielding-  $750. 

The  Frank  M.  Pixie y  Scholarship  in  Law. 
One,  yielding  $150. 

The  James  Rosenberg  Memorial  Scholarships  in  Agriculture. 
One,  yielding  $600,  and 
One,  yielding  $125. 

The  Shell  Research  Fellowship.  Open  to  graduate  students  who 
desire  to  pursue  graduate  study  in  chemistry  at  the  University  of 
California,  to  be  awarded  on  the  basis  of  merit  in  research  in  chem- 
istry. 

One,  yielding  $900. 

The  James  Sutton  Memorial  Fellowship  in  Philosophy.  Open  to 
graduate  students  in  philosophy. 
One,  yielding  $1,200. 

The  Bertha  Henicke  Taussig  Memorial  Scholarship.  Open  to 
women,  preferably  students  in  art,  architecture,  or  literature. 
Applicants  must  be  registered  graduate  students  at  the  University 
of  California  or  proposing  to  register  at  the  University  in  the  year 
for  wiiich  the  fellowship  is  awarded. 

One,  yielding  $475. 
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A  (Cont'd).   Open  to  graduates  of  the  University  of  California  or  of  other 
colleges  or  universities. 

The  rniversittj  Fclloicships.  Availa])le  to  iiraduate  students  in 
any  academic  department  (or  in  professional  schools,  provided  the 
student  is  eno'afired  in  research). 

Ten,  yielding^  $600  each. 


The  Whiting  Fellowships  in  Physics. 
Two,  yielding-  $600  each. 


B.  Open  only  to  graduates  of  the  University  of  California. 

The  John  Woodman  Ayer  Fellowship.  Open  to  graduates  of  the 
University  of  California  studying  in  the  School  of  Jurisprudence 
of  the  l^niversity  of  California,  to  be  awarded  on  the  basis  of  finan- 
cial necessity  and  character  of  the  applicants  primarily,  and  for 
good  scholarship  secondarily. 

One,  yielding  $600. 

The  Charles  Mills  Gaylcy  Fellowship.  Appointments  to  this 
fellowship  are  to  be  made  without  application  and  will  be  based  on 
the  desire  of  the  person  selected  to  pursue  graduate  study  at  Berke- 
ley or  elsewhere,  and  on  his  possession  of  the  qualities  of  leader- 
ship, character,  and  future  promise. 

One,  yielding  $300. 

The  Sigmuncl  Martin  Heller  Traveling  Fellowship.  Open  to 
graduates  of  any  of  the  academic  colleges  of  the  University.  This 
fellowship  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  making  possible  ad- 
vanced study  l)y  distinguished  graduate  students  through  travel 
to  various  parts  of  this  country  or  to  other  countries. 

One,  yielding-  $1,200. 


B  (Cont'd).   Open  only  to  graduates  of  the  University  of  California. 

The  Amy  Bowles  Johnson  Memorial  Felloicships.  Open  to  grad- 
uate students  whose  chief  study  in  the  University  is  concerned 
with  research  in  some  field  of  scholarship.  Successful  contestants 
may  be  appointed  to  do  work  in  residence  at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia or  elsewhere. 

Two  resident  fellowships,  yielding  $1,200  each 
or 

One  resident  fellowship,  yielding  $1,200 
and 

One  traveling  fellowship,  yielding  $1,200. 

The  LeConte  Memorial  Fellowship.  Open  to  graduates  in  any 
department,  of  not  more  than  three  years'  standing  at  the  time  of 
the  award,  who  Avish  to  pursue  advanced  studj^  at  the  University 
of  California  or  elsewhere. 

One,  yielding  $600. 

The  Taussig  Traveling  Fellowship.  Open  to  graduates  from  any 
of  the  academic  colleges  of  the  University  who  desire  to  pursue 
advanced  study  or  research  at  some  advantageous  points  outside 
the  University  of  California. 

One,  yielding  $1,250. 

C.  Open  only  to  graduate  and  undergraduate  students  from 

Utah. 

The  Willard  D.  Thompson  Memorial  Scholarships. 
Two,  yielding  $750  each. 
Three,  yielding  $600  each. 

D.  Open  only  to  students  in  the  Medical  School,  the  School  of 

Jurisprudence,  and  in  the  Hastings  College  of  the  Law. 

The  Sheffield  Sanhorn  Scholarships. 

One  in  Medicine,  yielding  $240. 

One  in  Jurisprudence,  jdelding  $240. 

One  in  Hastings  College  of  the  Law,  yielding  $240. 
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E.  Open  only  to  students  in  the  School  of  Jurisprudence  and  in 

the  Hastings  College  of  the  Law. 

The  John  Bell  Mhoon  Scholarship.  Open  especially  to  students 
in  need  of  financial  assistance  to  enable  them  to  continue  tlieir 
studies. 

One,  yielding  $490. 

F.  Open  to  graduate  and  undergraduate  students. 

The  James  Dennian  Memorial  Scholarship.  Open  to.  deserving 
young  women  students  of  the  University  of  California  preparing 
to  enter  upon  some  municipal  or  quasi-public  employment,  having 
in  view  the  systematic  regulation,  care,  and  fostering  of  the  recrea- 
tion of  young  people  in  large  cities. 

One,  yielding  $200. 

The  Emanuel  S.  Heller  Memorial  Scholarship.  Open  to  students 
in  the  Graduate  Division  and  to  juniors  and  seniors  in  the  aca- 
demic colleges  of  the  University. 

One,  yielding  $375. 

The  Alfred  B.  Jordan  Fellowship.  Provided  for  students  Avho 
have  come  to  the  United  States  from  the  Republic  of  Germany  for 
the  purpose  of  pursuing  in  the  United  States  studies  of  collegiate 
grade.  In  the  absence  of  students  eligible  under  this  provision, 
other  students  may  be  considered.  Holders  of  this  fellowship  must 
be  in  residence  at  tlie  University  of  California  in  Berkeley. 

One,  yielding  $900. 

The  George  Ladd  Prix  de  Paris  in  Music.  To  be  awarded  to  some 
student  of  music  at  the  University  of  California,  of  either  sex,  who 
shall  have  attained  the  highest  excellence  in  his  or  her  studies  in 
harmony  and  composition  for  the  given  period  of  two  years.  The 
appointee  to  the  George  Ladd  Prix  de  Paris  holds  the  appointment 
for  two  years  and  is  directed  to  study  in  Paris,  France,  pursuing 
work  particularly  in  harmony,  composition,  and  orchestration. 

One,  yielding  $2,700. 
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F  (Continued).  Open  to  graduate  and  undergraduate  students. 

The  James  Monroe  McDonald  Scholarships.  Primarily  for 
underg'raduates  of  the  University  of  California,  but  may  be 
aAvarded  for  a  year  of  post-graduate  study  at  the  discretion  of  the 
departments  concerned.   They  are  as  follows: 

One  in  Physics,  yielding-  $575. 

One  in  Mining  Engineering,  yielding  $400. 

One  in  Chemistry,  yielding  $400. 

One  in  Civil  Engineering  (Sanitary  and  Municipal  Engineer- 
ing), yielding  $480. 

One  in  Agriculture  (Animal  Husbandry),  yielding  $500. 

One  in  Agriculture  (Horticulture),  yielding  $500. 

One  in  Civil  Engineering  (Sanitary  Engineering),  yielding 
$525. 

The  Professor  F.  V.  Paget  Scholarship  in  French.  Open  to  stu- 
dents in  the  Department  of  French. 
One,  yielding  $150. 

The  James  Phelan  Scholarship.  Open  to  students  who  give  evi- 
dence of  exceptional  ability  in  creative  work  in  literature  or  art. 
One  traveling  scholarship,  yielding  $1,200 

or 
Two  resident  scholarships,  yielding  $600  each. 


G.  Honorary  Traveling  Fellowships. 

Honorary  traveling  fellowships  may  be  awarded  to  distin- 
guished graduate  students  in  any  department.  Such  honorary 
traveling  fellowships  do  not  carry  any  stipend  but  entitle  the 
holder  to  official  credentials  from  the  University,  which  may  be  of 
assistance  in  the  pursuit  of  studies  and  special  inquiries  in  other 
states  and  in  foreign  lands.  Applications  should  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  Division  on  the  same  date  as  applications 
for  all  other  fellowships,  indicated  below. 
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H.  International  House  Scholarships. 

From  time  to  time  the  Board  of  Directors  of  International 
House  have  made  several  scholarships  available  to  students  who 
are  citizens  of  other  countries  and  who  plan  to  return  to  their  own 
countries  upon  completion  of  their  studies  at  the  University.  These 
scholarships  are  in  the  form  of  room  rent  at  International  House, 
and  vary  in  value  from  $120  to  $160  a  year.  It  is  probahle  that 
these  scholarships  will  be  continued. 

Those  who  are  interested  in  applying  for  them,  and  who  con- 
f(u-m  to  the  above  classification,  should  write  to  the  Director  of 
International  House,  University  of  California,  Berkeley. 

I.  Alumni  Association  Scholarships. 

The  San  Francisco  Alumni  Associations  of  Harvard  and  Yale 
Universities,  of  Radcliffe  College  and  other  institutions  maintain 
scholarships  at  their  Alma  Maters  for  California  students.  Appli- 
cations for  one  of  these  scholarships  should  be  addressed  directly 
to  the  proper  Alumni  Association. 

J.  Teaching-  Fellowships. 

In  many  departments  teaching  fellowships  or  assistantsbips 
will  probably  be  available,  the  income  of  which  will  be,  it  is  anti- 
cipated, $600  per  annum,  in  some  cases  slightly  more.  Appointees 
devote  about  one-half  of  their  time  to  teaching  duties  and  the  rest 
of  their  time  to  graduate  work.  Applications  for  these  appoint- 
ments should  be  addressed  to  the  President  of  the  University, 
through  the  chainnav  of  the  proper  department.

FEES 

All  gfradnate  students  in  residence  at  Berkeley  pay  an  incidental 
fee  of  $25  per  semester.  Graduate  students  who  are  not  residents 
of  the  State  of  California  pay  in  addition  a  tuition  fee  of  $75  per 
semester,  except  students  whose  scholarship  has  been  distin- 
guished, and  who  are  admitted  to  full  graduate  status  for  graduate 
study  leading  to  academic  (non-professional)  higher  degrees  or 
the  certificate  for  teachers.  In  the  Medical  School  the  tuition  fee 
is  $100  per  semester  for  California  residents,  and  $250  per  semes- 
ter for  non-residents.  In  the  School  of  Jurisprudence  students 
are  subject  to  a  special  incidental  fee  of  $25  per  semester  and  in 
addition  non-residents  are  obliged  to  pay  a  tuition  fee  of  $62.50 
per  semester.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Fellowships  and  graduate  scholarships  are  awarded  as  a  mark 
of  honor,  on  the  basis  of  scholarship — not  of  need,  and  the  holders 
thereof  are  expected  to  devote  all  their  time  to  grraduate  study  and 
research  in  the  University. 

It  is  expected  that  no  student  will  apply  for  a  fellowship  or 
graduate  scholarship  unless  he  is  free  to  accept  an  appointment ; 
that  he  will  not  accept  any  other  employment,  except  by  permis- 
sion of  the  President ;  and  that  he  will  not  surrender  the  fellowship 
or  scholarship  during  the  period  for  which  it  has  been  awarded. 

Opportunities  for  advanced  study  and  research  in  the  various 
departments  are  described  in  the  Announcements  of  the  Graduate 
Division. 

Applications  for  fellowships  and  graduate  scholarships,  together 
with  letters  of  recommendation  from  instructors  in  support  of  the 
application,  should  be  filed  v/ith  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  Division 
by  February  20.  Awards  will  be  made  not  later  than  April  1.  Ac- 
ceptance of  an  award  must  be  made  in  writing  not  later  than 
April  15.  From  the  Dean  may  be  obtained  the  blank  form  of  Ap- 
plication for  Fellowships  and  Graduate  Scholarships.  The  general 
Circular  of  Ififormation  concerning  the  University,  the  Announce- 
ments of  the  Graduate  Division,  the  annual  Announcement  of 
Courses,  and  the  special  circular  reg'arding  fees,  may  be  obtained 
on  application  to  the  IMailing  Division  of  the  University.
